CULTURE NOTES F OR “THE ROSE. 


UNPACKING PLANTS—When received they should 
be unpacked at once. Do not allow roots to be ex- 
posed; it is dangerous for the vitality of the plants. 
Should they have a withered appearance when re- 
ceived, caused by an unusual delay in transit (which 
does not often occur), soak them in lukewarm water 
for an hour or so before planting. This will restore 
their vitality. 

SOIL—Take a very good, rich soil, mellow ad fer- 
tile, made from old, decomposed sods is best, cleaning 
‘out all insect germs and worms. 

FER TILIZERS—Fine, well- ficcompused stable ma- 
nure is best for all purposes. If this can not be ob- 
tained, ground bone or other commercial fertilizers 
may be used, taking care to use sparingly, as most of 
them are very strong. We find Bowker’s Ammoniated 
Food for Flowers the best. 

WATERING—If the ground is dry when planted, 
water thoroughly, so as to soak the earth down to. 
the roots of the plants. After this very little water 
is required, unless the weather is dry.” Plants will 
not thrive if kept too wet. 

PLANTING—Mellow the ground thoroughly and 
mix a little well-rotted manure in. Make holes in 
the soil about twelve inches apart; set plants a little 
deeper than formerly; arrange roots in their natural 
positions; do not hesitate to place the roots weil be- 
iow the surface of the soil. Cover with fine earth, 
pressing it down firmly upon them and in around the 
stems; then water freely. If the sun be strong, or 
very windy, protect them for a few days with a cover- 
ing of newspaper or other material that is at hand.

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HOW TO GROW CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


THE QUEEN OF AUTUMN. 


BY AN AMATEUR. : 
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For massive flowers, grandeur in color. the ease with which they can be cultivated and the certainty of blooming, either in the ope” 
ground or in pots, there is no plant that wil] surpass it, and but few that will equal it. In the open ground tbey quickly make large bushes; 
and a sirgle plant will produce hundreds of perfect flowers. Their season lasts until cut by severe frosts. 

When grown in pots and treated in the marner described by the amateur below, who gives his experience, fine, large specimen flowers 
can be grown which will equal those sold at the flower stores in the fall at $3 to $5 per dozen. There is absolutely uo uncertainty for your 
success if you will but follow the instructions given i 

‘*] am glad to give you all the information i «anin regard to the methods employed in growing my Chrysanthemunis. I am an amateur 
and have gotten splendid results, as the photograph 1 send will show, and this without the aid of a greenhouse. | I hope that the information 
lcan give will prove valuable to others in cultivating Chrysanthemums, the loveliest flower that I know of, and one that gives a greater re- 
ward for pains taken in its culture than any other 

‘“Procure good, strong plants from reliable florists about the first of June. Put them in3or 4-inch pots at first, in good, rich soil, and 
. plunge the pots in the ground, or, better still, dig a trench and set the pots in it, filling in around with coal-ashes. This keeps the worms out 
of the pots and keeps the roots nice and cool. Chrysanthemums require lots of water, and should never be allowed to become dry. Evening 
or early morning is the best time to water. Water and shower thoroughly, as one good watering is worth half adozenif only half done. R:- 
pot the plants about twice, first in 6-inch and last in an 8 inch pot. Make the soil a little richer each time the plants are repotted. The plant 
can also be mulched with manure, which answers the double purpose of keeping the rovts cool and moist and also furnishes food for the plant. 
As soon as the buds form in the Fall itis better to add a little manure water when sprinkling, weak at first, but gradually adding more, in- 
creasing the watering untilit can be used every day. For insects, such as black aphis, uxe tobacco dust. If large flowers are desired. pinch 
off all buds and allow only a few to bloom. Ifa big, single flower is desired, pinch off all the side branches, leaving only the crown bnd to 
bloem. After the frosty nights come in the Fall the pois are taken in the house and kept in a cool room, where the flowers wiJl develop and 
remain nice for along time. After blooming. the plants can be stored in the cellar and kept until next year.’’
